In New Tork, former Mayor Hy- 
lan issued a tement saying Wal- 
ker should resign immediately as 
a protest against what he called 
the “unfairness and injustice” of 
being compelled to defend himself 
in an atmosphere “which is bound 
to be political.” 

Walker, talking with New York 
reporters, indicated he would in- 

on an opportunity to cross-ex- 
amine witnesses Thursday. This 
was taken to mean he would seek 
to question Seabury.and thus ré- 
verse the roles they played at the 
Hofstadter Committee hearings, 
when Walker was subjected to 
long interrogation by Seabury. 
“Deliberate Distortions.” 
In the formal reply, Seabury was 


accused by Walker of resorting to 


“deliberate distortions of my an- 
swer; repudiation of his own ‘writ- 
ten statements, and wilful misrep- 
resentation of the evidence.” 

Walker took Seabury to task for 
implying the Mayor was seeking to 

take refuge behind the statute of 
limitations when he told the Gov- 
ernor that two-thirds of Seabury’s 
conclusions were barred by virtue 
of being based on acts that alleg- 
édly occurred during Walker's first 
term. 

Seabury, in his last communica- 
tion, remarked this was a plea 
“which one is not obliged to make 
if he is willing to meet issues on 
their merits.” 

Walker, replying, said: “As your 
excellency well knows, and as any- 
bedy who took the trouble to read 
my answer well knows, I answered 
each of the 15 ‘conclusions’ or 
charges submitted by Mr. Seabury, 
on the merits. As you also know, 
I expressly stated in my answer: 
‘I shall meet every one of these 
conclusions on the facts. The pur- 
pose which animated the fflirig of 
all of them is defeated by a recital 
of the truth. I do this in order 
that there may be no misapprehen- 
sion as to whether tire facts would 
justify official consideration. by you, 
even though well settled authority 
does bar two-thirds of them.’ * 

“Blatant Hypocrisy.” 

Seabury’s assertion that it was 
“a sorry sight indeed to see a per- 
son occupying high public. office, 
whose honor is impugned, taking 
the position that the people must 
suffer him to continue in his pub- 
lic office because he was fortunate 
enough not to be caught in time.“ 
provoked this statement from 
Walker: “I have no word at my 
command.that could adequately 
characterize such blatant hypocri- 
sy. in the face of my answer.“ 

“I met every ‘conclusion’ ‘on the 
merits," and more than two-thirds 
of my answer was devoted to a 
discussion of them ‘on the merits.’ 
My primary purpose in submitting 
to you a long and conclusive list 
of authorities in this and other 
states was to make it plain that 
certain of the conclusions or 
charges submitted by Mr. Seabury 
were presented either in inexcusable 
ignorance of the law or in utter dis- 
regard of it. His attempts to evade 
and get around these authorities is 
a ‘sorry sight indeed.“ 

Walker declared that Seabury, 
acting as “prosecutor, judge and 
jury” in a procedure not a trial, 
professed to have proved him 
guilty. 

“Nothing could be more un- 
American, unfair and in violation 
of every principle of constitutional 
government than this pronounce- 
ment of guilt so made,“ he said. 

Wants Witnesses Called. 

“Their is only one way in which 
facts can be determirfed and the 
truth ascertained. That is by call- 

ing these witnesses before your 
excelliency so that you, yourself, 


may see and hear them and judge 


as to what is true and what is 
false.“ 
The Mayor denied a quoted Sea- 
bury allégation that the special 
account of Russell T. Sherwood, 
formerly the Mayor's confidential’ 
secretary, in the Central 
Bank and Trust Co, “paid an al- 
lowance which the Mayor made to 
his wife periodically,” 

“This ia a deliberate. disregard 
of the truth,” said Walker. “There 
Pi not one syllable in the record 


n 
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nor one document to sustain the 
assertion. Obviously, this is as 
vicious as it is false. 

“The truth can never be ascer- 
tained and justice can never be 
done while Mr. Seabury is per- 
mitted to indulge in the practices 
set forth above, and to challenge 
the testimony unfavorable to his 
predetermined views; and in the 
same breath to ask your excellency 
to accept at face value such other 
parts of the testimony of the same 
witnesses as are favorable.” 

In conclusion the Mayor said he 
“specifically denied” each and 
every part of the allegations 
charging or implying misconduct in 
office. ’

Court and Meadows’ at- 
torneys contend that in event of a 
reversal, Meadows would be an 
invaluable witness at a retrial.

while dozens of his followers were 
being arrested in East Prussia and 
Silesia in connection with outrages 
there. 

The text of the emergency de- 
cree which the Cabinet considered 
called for the death penalty in ex- 
treme cases. It also provided for 
special “speed” courts to deal with 
crimes known as “terroristic,” in- 
cluding gun toting, flooding, arson, 
bombing and attempts to tamper 
with the railways, regardless of 
whether loss of life were involved. 

The special courts will be set up 

in Berlin, East Prussia, Silesia, 
Schleswig-Holstein, Brandenburg 
and possibly in Brunswick. 
In Western and Southern Ger- 
many, where order generally has 
prevailed, such steps were consid- 
ered unnecessary. 

Besides provision of the death 
penalty, all other penalties on the 
statute books will be increased in 
severity. — 

More Disorders Reported. 
Bombings were reported from 
Gleiwitz, Silesia, where the homes 
of a Communist alderman and a 
Socialist were attacked. 

A secretary of the Reichsbanner 
organization named Simsch was 
found in a ditch shot and stabbed 
to death at Leobschuetz. 

A fresh outburst was recorded in 
Schleswig, where a Jewish store 
was bombed as well as the home 
of a Jewish citizen.

9.--Paavo 
Nurmi probably ia through an an 
amateur outside of his native Fin- 
Und, even though the Interngtion- 
al Amateur Athletic Federation has 
concluded its 1932 ,congress with- 
out officially stamping the famous 
finn as a professional ,or acquir- 
ing the executive powers needed to 
rule him out of the simon-pure 
ranks. 

Ranking officials. of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union of the Unfted 
States, including Avery Brundage 
and Daniel J. Ferris, president and 
secretary, refused today to pass 
definitely on whether Nurmi would 
be permitted to engage in ama- 
teur ‘competition in this coun- 
try. Fred W. Rublen, veteran 
American delegate to the I. A. A. 
F. declared: | 

„Nurmi“ is through as an ama- 
teur, unless he continpes to run 
only in Finland. We don't ‘know 
whether he intends to turn pro. 
The Finns say he will not, and in- 
sist he is still in good standing, but 
the suspension of the Internation- 


al Federation stands, even thoug2/. 


the Olympics are over. Under such 
circumstances, neither the United, 
States nor any othér country could 
accept Nurmi's entry as an ama- 
teur.” 
Finns Claim Moral Victory. - 

Although the Finns claimed a 
moral victory yesterday at the fed- 
ération's congress, they failed to 
get any definite action clearing 
Nurmi of the charges of profes- 
sionalism\ which caused rejection 
of his Olympie entry. The vote 
was so close over granting the Ex- 
ecutive Council power to disbar an 
athlete or member nation, for rules 
violations, the issue was put over 
untn the 1934 congress in Stock- 
holm. 7

Committee to Study Case. 

So sharply divided was the gen- 
eral opinion, as reflected by the 
close vote, that J. 8.

The committee of seven, named 
to debate the feasibility of giving 
the Federation Counsel broader, 
powers to cope with violations of 
its amateur code, consists of Ed- 
strom, Brundage, Paul Mericamp of 
France, Douglas Lowe of England, 
G. D. Sondhi of India. Gen. O'Duf- 
fy of Ireland and Urho Kekkonen, 
president of the Finnish A. A. A. 

The Federation decided to hold 
the next congress in Stockholm, in 
August, 1934, and to eonsider spon- 
scoring the same year a series of 
continental track and field cham- 
pionship meets. 

Under the plan discussed, inter- 

national meets would be held for 
the Latin-Aniérican countries, for 
North Ameriea, the Asiatic and 
European nations, President Ed- 
strom suggested the European meet 
be held at Stockholm in connection 
with the congress of the Federa- 
tion, ;

VERTHELESS, anything 
would seem to be possible in 
a league in which the runaway 
leaders drop nine games in suc- 
cession, and in which every club 
in the pennant scramble has a 
weak spot. The first place club 
has a percentage of only .557, 
and the first five clubs are sep- 
arated by only .049. Add to this 
that the seventh place team is 
only eight and one-half games 
béhind the leaders and the race 
appears an easy one to upset. 


The Pittsburg club, which a 
short while ago seemed a better 
club than the Yankees, has faded 
to a whisper; and the Cubs, 
whose showing induced President 
Veeck to send Manager Hornsby 
home, are only one and one-half 
games out of first place. 


However, the Cardinals have 
only 49 more games to play. That 
appears too few. Yet in one re- 
spect the situation is better frém 
a 1932 Cardinal viewpoint than 
it was back in 1930.

HIS year the Cards have only 

eight and one-half games to 
make up: and they can overtake 
the leaders by playing at a win- 
ning rate of .755, provided the 
leading club doesn't trhvel at a 
faster gait than that of the pres- 
ent league leaders. 


If Pittsburgh, for example, 
continues to hold the lead with 
its present percentage to the end 
of the season, the Cardinals must 
win 37 games of their remaining 
49 and can afford to lose 12. 

Mathematically therefore, there 
is an outside chance. Actually, 
it would take a courageous per- 
son to put up the family plate on 
the hazard. 

Only two or three times in his- 
tory have such upsets occurred. 
Previous to the miracle of ‘the 
1930 Cards, the nearest wonder 
toam“ was the Boston Braves of 
1914. 

So it seems better to join 
Rickey in building up hopes for 
next season, than to nurse math- 
ematical ones for 1932.

Burke was born in Petroleum 
Center, Pa., Oct. 21, 1867. He rep- 
resented the United States in the 
parliamentary peace conference in 
Brussels in 1905. While at the 
University of Michigan, where he 
received a law degree, he organized 
and was president of the nation- 
wide Republican College League, 
which brought him to, the atten- 
tion of party leaders. 

In 1892 he was chosen secre- 
tary of the National Committee. 
Later he was appointed to codify 
the United States navigation laws, 
and represented the ‘Thirty-first 
Pennsylvania District in Congress, 
becoming: Republican whip. He 
also prepared the Constitution of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States and was its first 
counsel at Washington.

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Work Without Pay in Germany 


Among plans tried to relieve distress of German unemployed is providing of work 


without pay; economic benefit cannot result, but advocates urge it to uplift morale 


by preventing evils of idleness; opponents say plan will not increase consumption. 
but will reduce demand for paid labor; trade unions fear exploitation of workers.

BOUT a year ago, the idea of voluntary 

labor service was born in Germany, as 
one of the many schemes evolved peri- 
odically to reduce the terrible unemploy- 
ment. Under this system, men for whom 
no paid jobs can be found, are provided 
during a certain period with work which 
they perform without pay, while continuing 
to receive the dole provided for by the go*- 
ernment insurance system. This measure is 
intended especially for the younger genera- 
tion of unemployed; many just past school 
age not having had any employment at all, 
‘go that they do not even receive the obliga- 
tory dole. 

The system has been in operation since 
the beginning of this year, and has given 
cause for violent discussion as to its con- 
tinuance. iY 

The advocates of the scheme, under which 
about 33,000 men were given occupation 
since the end of February, maintain this to 
be the best solution of keeping the masses 
of unemployed, the younger ones especially, 
from lapsing into a state of dumb despair 
and moral depravation, Work, whether paid 
or voluntary, after all, gives a man the 
feeling that he lives for something. Tho 
volunteers receive the usual dole, but spe- 
cial regulations provide for slight increases 
of the daily allowance during a certain pe- 
riod. , 

Steps are now being taken by various so- 
cieties practically interested in the scheme 
to acquire farm land to be colonized and 
worked by the volunteers. Those active 
during 12 weeks in agricultural enterprises 
considered valuable to the community will 
receive a special compensation at the ex- 
piration of the term. |

An analysis of the system, especially in 
figures, provides, however, that the benefit 
derived from it by the community ts only 
moral. From an economic viewpoint, it 
turns out to be a bad business proposition, 
even for the government, which continues 


to pay the dole, to feed the men and to 


provide increases of ‘Tho allowance. There- 
fore it would be better; economists say, to 
have less work pertormed, but to have it 
done on a regular compensation basis which 
would enable a small number of workers to 
increase their use of commodities, 

On the whole, the practical value of the 
experiment is small compared with its eth- 
ical value, Some consider it a social and 
national problem of the greatest intportance 
in view of the evér-increasing number of 
unemployed. Its main significance lies of 
coursé in the elimination of the demoraliz- 
ing influence of idleness on the young people 
and in the fact that it should help to bring 
abéut a physical and moral betterment of 
the generation which is to become the pillar 
of Germany's future economic development. 

The adversaries are, however. far more 
numerous that the defenders. They argue 
that, from a social standpoint, it is pref- 


erable to be on the dolg rather than to 


work without compensation and be ex- 
ploited, sometimes under very trying condi- 
tions. Economists and social scientists see 
a contradiction with social thinking and a 
most abject variety of exploitation of man 
by man. 

The truth is that peither voluntary nor 
compulsory labor service is a suitable meth- 
od of fighting unemployment, that is, doing 
away with a situation in which men are 
not afraid of but, on the contrary, hungry 
for work. The drawback of labor service 
is that it cannot rekindle the demand for 
labor, and therefore does not tend to in- 
crease consumption, what German industry 
is most in need of at present. 

Professional unions and labor organiza- 
tions are against it because they see in the 
experiment g menace to the social and po- 
litical conquests of the working masses. 
They point out while the position of the 
working class is endangered by the scheme, 
it does not even help government economies 
on public expenditure. 

The greatest, social danger of the volun- 
tary labor service is that private organiza- 
tions may constitute themselves employers 
in this kind of work. In principle, of course, 
any political or subversive activity is ex- 
cluded, but the government has no effect- 
ive means of controlling the situation. There 
is therefore always the danger that the 
voluntary labor service men may in the end 
be used for revolutionary purposes.

Finally, there is the objection a continua- 
tion of the system is bound to result sooner 
or later in a decrease in demand for paid 
labor. It is against the Interest even of 
employers, especially in the contracting busi- 
ness, and will cause, in the best of hypothe- 
ses, a disorganizing displacement of the 
labor market.

WELCOME INN BEGINS 


CANNING 5 FUR NEEDY 


Welfare Organization Hopes to 
Put Up 50,000 Jars of Fruits 
and Vegetables. . 


The canning An has begun at 
Welcome Inn, welfare organization 
with headquarters under the Free 
Bridge? 

During the last week about 2500 
quarts of tomatoes have been put 
up and the canning crew has be- 
gun filling jars with beets. 

Last year about 40,000 quarts of 
apples, peaches, pears, beans and 
tomatoes were preserved and dis- 
tributed to the needy who come to 
the inn for food twice a week. The 
canned fruits and vegetables are 
issued to supplement the regular 
rations, 


Mrs. Nat S. Brown, president of 
the welfare organization. said it 
hopes to fill 50,000 jars with fruits 
and vegetables this season, ready for 
the winter, when it is anticipated 
relief demands will be heavier than 
ever before. 

The canning season ends with 
the last of the apples, usually 
about the middle of October. The 
| fruits and vegetables are donated 
by commission men and farmers. 
Jars are contributed also but the 
tops and rubbers are purchased. 

Canning is done by needy women, 
preference being given 
ployed mothers. About 20 were 
working at the inn today. Last 
year, at the peak of the season, 104 
were employed at one time. 

No wages are paid but the work- 
ers are fed while they are working 
and may draw on the inn's supply 
of shoes and clething. 


The work is done systematically, 
although with home-made equip- 
ment. One group washes the vege- 
tables, another peels, another cooks, 
another cans and still another 
washes the jars. 

The cooking is done on a home- 
made brick furnace 18 feet long 
and 18 inches wide, equipped with 
grates from old locomotives. A 
bathtub, found in a junk yard, is 
used as a wash boiler. 

So efficient are the canners that 
they only lost six out of 3000 quarts 
of string beans put up last season, 
Mrs. Brown said.

CHICAGO RADIOLOGIST HELD

Action Taken After Coroner’s Jury

O’Brien was arraigned today and 
stood mute as his attorney told 
Judge Leon Edelman he could “ex- 
plain everything, but not to the 
police.” The State asked for and 
received a continuance for 30 days. 
The physician was taken back to 
jail pending posting of $25,000 
bond.
